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INTRODUCTION. 


WrrriiN one of oif'hteeii hundrixl works, the liuiKircd and thirty -eighth exhibition of the 
Royal Acudoiny prosentK, in point of numbers, a display of the current art of our country tliat delios 
competition. Sobn cn iiHiKnr, oaeli room presents an imposing, if not bewildering, .show of c.an- 
vases and frames; but there is a limitation to the endurance of oven the most onthnsiastic art- 
lovor, and individual examination and study is ptKSsible only of the works placed on the ordinary 
eye-level. 

The first imprc.ssion is that portraiture must bo the most tiiriving of all the brnnchc.s of 
art, and a close analysis conlirrus that impression, for out of a total of eight hundrod and twenty-(,‘ight 
oil paintings there are no fewer than two hundred and live portraits — a proj)ort.ioii of one-fourth. 
Their range of interest is great, from the masterly works of Mr. Sargent to the i.)fficial royal delinea- 
tions of Mr. Oolin Forbes — surely the most difficult and unsatisfactory commissions with which an 
artist has to grapple. Between those there are the clever canvases of Mr. Shannon, the interesting 
oxcursions into portraiture of Mr. (leorge Clausen and Mr. H. H. La Thangue, the skilful manipula- 
tions of texture of Mr. Frank Dicksoe and Mr. Luke Fildos, the academic regidarities of the other 
recognised portrait painters, and the misoellaneou.s efforUs of individual artists who ondoavonr to bo 
original, but mainly achieve eccentricity. One section ha])pily is unrepresented this year — that which 
follows, but never by chance approaches, the methods of Mr. Sargent. 

In other directions there is much of interest. Although m) work stands out in the memory as 
“ tho picture of the year,” there are several that are notable, either for their subject or their excel- 
lence of treatment. Sir Lawrence Alma-Tadema’s “ Ask mo no More” is as perfect an example of his 
methods as ho has ever exhibited. Mr. Abbey’s " (.kjlunibus,” baffling at first though it bo with its 
curious flight of strange birds, must inevitably attract attention. Landscape, with as great a variety 
of treatment as the jwrtraiture, once more reveals tho strength of the English school of painting in 
this direction and the catholicity of tho Academy in respect to it. A body which includes in its mem- 
bership artists of such divergent methods of expression as Mr. Clausen, Mr. Alfred East. Mr. David 
Farquharsou, Mr. Alfred Parsons, Mr. J. W. North, Mr. MaeWhirter, Mr. Datid Murray, and Mr. Ijcader 
is surely entitled to credit for the liberality of its views, Mr. David Farquharson with his exhibits of 
^ Binom Wood ” and “ Eventide ” — the first since his election — more than justifies his Associu^teship, 
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and Mr. Ea.st easily holds his position as one of our most poetic exponents of the art of landscape. 
In soa-paintiiif' Mr Napier Heiny and Mr. Wyllie still divide the honoiira 

In the matter of dramatic and problem ]»ioturcs, the Hon. John Collier and Mr. Goetzo again 
hold the Held. “ Indeed, indeed, Repentance Oft I Swore” by the former artist will, it is to be hoped, 
authoritatively settle the question as to who was “ The Cheat ” of last year’s bridge-] >arty, and “ 'J’he 
Ever Oj)en Door” of Mr. (loctze should afl'ord delight to tho.so who like their art served up with 
moral reflections and a nuiltiplicity of aocessories. 

To foreign art the Council has been more than usually generous, although, unfortunately, none 
of the distinguishefl honorary foreign members of the Academy is represented. M. (Airolus Duran, 
Mr. Sargent’s master, is a welcome contributor, and Mr. Fritz Thaulow’s work, so familiar in other 
Jjondon galleries, strengthens the “line” in the sectond room. Italy is represented by Signor 
StO]F])olini, Spain by Sefior Carbonoro, and America (in Paris) by Mr. Bridgman. 

The groat feature of the Exhibition, however, is the high standard of achicvoniont attained by 
our younger artists. It is the year of la jeimewe. The “ line” is studded with works of high merit 
from artists Who, but a comparatively short while ig?o, were in the schools. Mr. J. Young Hunter and 
hLs clover wife, Mr. Hugh Riviere, Mr. Charles Sims, Mr. Ernest Board, Mr. Charles Padday, Mr. 
Frank fJraig, and Miss Brickdale are among the subject-paint, ers whose work do.serves close atten- 
tion, while the enthusiastic band of landscapists located at St. Ives contribute striking examples 
of tlie earnest sincorit,y of their aims. 

The sculpture rooms, even more crowded than u.sual, contain nothing liner than Mr. Tlntmas 
Brock’s statue of Gainsborough, destined for the Tate Galhuy. It is a charaotorisation that is 
comidote and satisfying in over)- respect. Mr. Ueynolds-Stephens’ ulkgory, “A Royal Game,” 
is noteworthy in its beauty of desigii and skill of workmanship. Memorial s(.!ul])ture is strongly re- 
presented, three of the most important examples being of ecclesiastical dignitaries. 

Of this nineteenth issue of RoVAt, A<ui)KMY PurruiiKS it only remains to be said that serious 
eft'ort has boon made to produce a representative record of the Academy Exhibition of lOOti. If some 
of the works hero referred to are not illustratod in its pages, it is for reasons ol copyright 
or disinclination of the artists to allow reproductions of their work. Limitation of space alone is 
resj)onsiblc fV»r the non-inclusion of many others that are worthy of a place, and where a selection has 
been made it is with the view to secure as characteristic a representation as possible of the various 
sections dealt with.

Elijah {nee p. 22;. By A. G. 0<ni>, R.A. The incident illustratod is recorded in 1 Kings 
xviii. 4(1, with ,sj)ecial reference to the passage : “ And the hand of the Lord was on Elijah ; 
and he girded up his loins, and ran before Ahab to tlie entrance of JezreeL” 

Martinmas (see /j. 45). By Frank Widiou , R.A. The feast of St. Martin, the 11th of 
November. 

Oliver Goldsmith at Lissov (see p. 56). By Eyre C'nnve, A.R.A. This village in Munster, 
Ireland, is the desolated " Swt*et Auburn ” of ” The Descried Vlllaye.’' 

SiNDBAi) THE Saiu>r (see />. ,70). By Charles M. Piuklay. In the story of the fourth voyage 
of Sindbad recounted in “ The Amhian Niff Ids' Entertainments” it is related that according to the 
custom of the island <»n which he then living Sindbad was buried with his dead wife. After 
existing in the tomb ‘‘ for some time,” he discovered on outlet to the sea shore, reading himself 
with treasure from the tombs he returned to the opening and made signals with the linen of his 
turban to a passing ship, which “ sent it boat to bring me on board.” 

The 1[.lHtTRcH IN Cornwall. Rogation Day Prooession (see p. 80). By W. H. Y. Titeomb. 
Rogation Days in the Church of England Calendar are the Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
preceding Ascension Day, and are proliably. so-called from the use of special rogations or 
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litanies on those days. The Rogation Day Procession is now a r(M 3 ognisod instllution, partionljirly in 
the North of England, with special prayers for a prolllic liarvost. Mr. Titcoinh has depicted I ho 
procession at St. Ives, (Cornwall, where the intercession is as luiK'li for tlio sueeess of the 
harvest of tho sen as for Unit of agricnltiiro. Eor t.lie sake of colour Mr. Titcoiub has invested the 
clbrgyman with a cope, an artistic licence with actual fact justitied by pictorial eiVeett, 

The Sun of Austkiilitz (see jk H2). Hy W. H. Wollrn, R.F, At Austerlitz, a stnall town 
in Moravia, on l)(?oc5inbcr 2, 1805, Napoleon, with 70,000 men, fought against tlio (‘oruhined 
forces of Russia and Austria— numbering 95,000— 
the groat battle which is known as “Tho Rattle 
of tile Three Euijiorors.” The Allies lost 27,800 
in killed, wounded, and prisoners. Mr. Wollen 
has based his picture on t.he story of the light 
as given in “ OWc/r.s Uaitlvx of fhe Ninehrvih 
Ceniiiry!' witli special rofcrouco to tho following 
passage : — 

“It wa8 eight o’ dock. Tho thick wintry mint hung in 
tho Valley of tho Cloldbach and rolled u]iward to tho I’aaizon 
Plateau, Suddenly over th«^ hcightu the sun rose, brilliantly 
piercing the mist and lighting tho battlollold— tho * Sun of Aus- 
toilitz,' of which Napoleon over after loved to recall tho ro- 
mombianco.” 

LiNNvf:AN Society of London: Admission of 
Lady Fellows (.w ]>, 101). % James Savf, 

KA, In 1904 the Linmean Society was granted 
a new Royal Charter, by wdiich power was given 
to it to elect womon as Fellows. Mr. Sant 
was commissioned to paint this picture recording 
tho incid(»nt of tho admission of tho first Lady 
Fellow^ — Mrs, Frank (Jrisp, wife of the Treasurer 
of the So(;icty. The scone is tho Hall of the 
Society at Rurlington House. Six other ladies 
mm admitted on tho same occasion, and they, 
together with the offic^ers of tho Society, are 
represented in tho painting. 

Martyrdom (see ]k 117). Bij Fred Roe. For 
this closing scenc^ of tho life of Joan of Arc, the artist has drawn upon tho following 
incident related in Ijord Ronald (Jovnxt’s '\foan of Arc ”: — 

Suddenly a man pushed hiH way through I ho crowd, and throw himself at .loan of Arc’s feet, imploiing her fr)rgiveue8H- 
It was the priest Loislcur, Joan’s confessor and betrayer,” 

Leda (sec- p. 121). Hi/ G. A, Storey, A,Ii.A. Loda, llio daiif'htor of Kill}^ The.sj)ias luid 
Eurytheiiiis, luarricd Tyndaras, King of Sparta. .Inpiter, enainourod of her beauty, ro.s<>lved to deceivo 
her. He persuaded Venus to take the form of an oaglo, wliile ho assumed t,hat of a swan. Tlie 
inetaraorphoses effected, Jupiter, as if afraid of the bird of prc}^ tied to lioda for protection, who 
received tho supposed bird with fond caresses, and thus led to her own dt)wufall. According to 
mythology she becamo the mother of Castor and Collux, and Helena and (^lytomnostra. 

Sin Thomas Browne {eee p. 123). By Ileury Peyrani, A.R.A. Tho author of tho Jfdiyio 
Medici, thoJigh born in London (1605), was from 1637 until 1682, the year of his death, a resident 
of Norwick Ho was knighted by Charles II. in 1671. Ho was buried in the Church of St. J’otcr’s 
Moncroft, at Norwich. In 1840 his coflin was discovered during some oxcavatory work; tho 
' skull was taken out and placed in the museum of the City liospital. 

PuESEiMO (wc p. 120). By Edith Corhd. This interesting representation of the Adoration 
of the Shepherds boars for its title the Italian word signifying a “ stable, manger, or crib,” which 
thus suminarisos the main interest of the subject 

The Uuhnino op Martin Luther’s Works Outside Oi.d St. Baud’s, 1521 («/>* p . 130). 
By J. Seymour Lnean, R.A, For this important picture Mr. Seymour Lucas had recourse 
to a letter written by Lodovico Spinolli, secretary to his brother, Gasparo Spinolli, who was 
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secretary to the Venetian Ambassador to France, which is preserved among the State papers 
of Venice. This interesting document is as follows : — 

May 14—17 im , 

“ (III Sunday la»t, the Tilh, the Ambasaadora, Papal, Imperial and Vinolian, were taken to a Palace of the Queen's (the 
Queen’s Wardrobe ?) and thovij diinng two hours awaited the Cardinal of York the Legato, w Jio came on borsebiick with n greiit 
train of nobility, (hi liis arrival all went proceseionally to the (Jathodral Church of St. Pauls where on dismounting they were 
met by the Lean and Caneiis in their copes and proceeded thus to the high Altar. 

The Cardinal whh under a canopy, an unusual thing, and after the oration gave the blessing whert^upon all went out of the 
Church ptocesNionally into tho Churchyard where there was a lofty platform which wo iiHconded in great confusion. On this 
stage waa a high chair with its canopy of cloth of Cold. In this chair (llardinal Wolsey seated himself having on hiM right 
hand 'J’ho Papal Nuncio ((ihinucei) and part of tho Knglish bishops, and on his left tho Imperial and Venetian Ambassadors 
with the rest of the bishops. In the oentre wtnra prelates and lay lords and plebeians. The Cardinal and the others having sedated 
tlumiBelyes the Bishop of Rochester ascended a pulpit and delivered an English oration two hours in length against Friar Martin 
’ Luther which being ended was much commended by Cardinal Wolsny. Then tho Cardinal made a speech also in Knglish, 
exoolnmvnicating and cursing Martin and his followers. Luring the delivery of these bpeeehos the LutliBrau works were 
burnt. These ceremonies being concluded tho Cardinal gave tho blessing to all present.’' 

A Royal QAme: An Allegory {sefi p. 139). By F. Reynohh-BUphem. The artist describes 
this 8iibje(if as ^an attempt to show in allegory a turning-point in the history of tlio world,*' 

and oilers it as a suggestion for a now form of National monument. It represents the <on- 

t(}Rt for supremacy carried on by Eliy.abeth of Enghind nnd Thilip II. of Spain on behalf of 

their respective countries, which, after years of skilful on the part of Elizabeth, culininatod 

in the loss to Spain of her great Armada, and the ORtablishment of England as the ruling maritime 
power of the world. Elizabeth’s coquetry, and the hoartlc^ss manner in which she made use of “ love” 
to distract attention from her real object, are (y[)ifiod by tho rag-dull Cupid kept ready at her Iiand. 

The Departure of John an^j Sebastt.an Cabot from Ruistol on their First Voyage of 
Discovery (.w p. 141). By Ernest Board. Henry \TI. granted a patent on March 5, 1490, to “ John 
Galx)te, citizen of Venice: to Lewes, Sebastian, and Santius, sonnos of the said John,” 

empowering them to seek out at their own charges, any lands “unknown to all Christians.” 

The following year John and Sebastian — the chronicles arc silent as to tho other two sons— sailed 
from Bristol in tho Matthew. The outcome of the voyage was the discovery of Newfoundland. 

Old-Time Tuition at Dulwich CoLLE(iE a.d. 1828 {hpa p. 151). By WaBer C. HorsUy, 

Mr, J. C. .Horsley, R. A., father of the painter of the picture, records in his Rerolleciions of a 

Royal Aeademieia/n*' this curious phase of life at Dulwich College. Ho states: 

“When I wa« about oloven yearn old I stayed at Dulwich Collego with Mr. Lindsay, one of the Follows Mr. landeay was 
not an early riser, so ho arranged that his class should coino up to bis bedroom every morning.”
